Botmdsriei of SECTION 1. That so much land in the" county of Dodge,
tho town State of Minnesota, contained in the south half of section

sixteen, und north half of section seventeen, and north-east
quarter of section twenty, and the south-east quarter of sec-
tion seventeen, in town one hundred^ and. seven, north of
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range sixteen west; be, and the same IB hereby created a
town corporation by the name of Mantorvflle.

SH. 8. That for the good order and government of aaid î .t-.T.-
town, it ahail be lawful for the male inhabitants thereof, uns
having' die qualification of elector! of the Legislative Assem-
bly of the State of Minnesota, to meet at the place of holding1

the last general election in the precinct of Mantorville, on
the first Monday of April next, and at the same time annu-
ally thereafter, at such place in aaid town aa the Town
Gooaoil may direct, and toon and thace proceed by ballot to
elect one President, one Recorder and three Trustees, being
householders of said town, and having the qualifications of
elector* *• aforesaid, who shall hold their offices one year
and until their successors shall be elected and qualified, shall
constitute the Town Oonnoil of said town, any three of whom
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business
pertaining to their duties.

SBO. B. At the said election the trustees, or any two otstovtim law
them, shall act as judges of election, and the recorder MMoiuteA
clerk, and in case of inability or non-attendance of said offi-
cers to act as aforesaid, the vacancy shall be filled by an ap-
pointment made by those officers present The polls shall be
opened between the hours of ten and eleven o'clock in the

For the purpose of more effectually enabling said oorpontfcm
Town Council to carry into effect tike provisions of this Act, tax—ttnftrf
they are hereby authorized and empowered to assess a tax
for corporation purposes, within the limits of said corpora-
tion, made taxable by the laws of this State, BO that said tax
shall not exceed in any one year, five mills on the dollar of
valuation, as the same may be found on the books of the
County Commissioners of the counties within which said
town may be boated at the time of assessing said tax. The
town shall also have power, if authorized to do so by a ma-
